It's “Sir Gallahad 3rd Again; 
Man o’ War Next to Him 


In the racing statistics for 1933. the 
name of *Sir Gallahad 3rd appeared on 
the list of American broodmare sires for 
the first time. He had been represented 
that year by the produce of three of his 
daughters. which had had three winners 
of five races and $2.400 in first: money. 
In the racing of 1934 he was represented 
by five mares. which had six winners of 
18 races and $7.985. 

From that beginning the rise of *Sir 
Gallahad 3rd as a sire of broodmares was 
steady and impressive. In 1937 he joined 
for the first time the list of 20 leading 
broodmare sires. and he has ranked high 
on it each year. In 1939 he led the list. 
In 1943 he gained the lead again, and he 
has held it ever since, including 1947, 
the statistics for which are presented here. 

In leading the broodmare sire list for 
five consecutive years. and for six of the 
last nine years. the now 28-year-old bay 
son of *Teddy—Plucky Liege. by Spear- 
mint. has established a remarkable record. 
During 1947, 133 of his daughters were 
represented by 211 winners of 461 races 
(plus three dead heats). The 211 win- 
ners accounted for $953.078 in first 
monies. Since 1933. when his first grand- 
sons and granddaughters entered U. S. 
racing. they have earned $5,505,565. *Sir 
Gallahad 3rd. owned by a_ syndicate, 
stands at Arthur B. Hancock’s Claiborne 
Stud. Paris. 

Though represented by fewer daughters. 
the dead Man o° War continues as *Sir 
Gallahad 3rd°s most persistent and suc- 
cessful rival. His $858.575 ranks him sec- 
ond to the imported French stallion, a 
position he has maintained since 1943. He 
was second also (to *Chicle) in 1942, and 
has consistently ranked high. Since he 
first gained ranking among the 20 leaders 
in 1933. he has never been lower than 
eighth. 

*Sir Gallahad 3rd’s $953,078 for 1947 
is roughly $40.000 below his all-time rec- 
ord of $994.795 of 1946. Some of the 
others among the 20 leaders gained sub- 


stantially over previous totals. Notable 
among these is the dead Insco. For 1946 


he was credited with first money of $97,- 
648. For 1947 it is $548.366. <A large 
portion of this was accounted for by Un- 
erring (dam of Faultless. $196.730 in 
first money) and Seldina (dam of With 
Pleasure. $131.025). 

Others among the 1946 leaders which 
showed increases for 1947 were Stimulus.

*Khaled has made two starts in America this year in preparation for the Santa Anita 
Handicap. In his first he stumbled badly at the start and wasn’t pushed. In his second 
start, January 16 at Santa Anita, he stayed with the leaders until the stretch then went 
to the outside to win, beating Please Me, Cornish Knight, and five others. After the 
Santa Anita meeting *Khaled will be retired to the Ellsworth Ranch for the 1948 breed- 


ing season. 


*KHALED'S RACING RECORD 


*KHALED was unbeaten as a 2-year-old. He won the 
Ashley Stakes at Epsom on Derby Day and a week later 
won the Coventry Stakes at Ascot in easy fashion. He 
made his third and last start as a two-year-old in Eng- 
land’s premier juvenile stakes race, the Middle Park 
Stakes at Newmarket. He won this race by three-quar- 
ters of a length from Hypericum with four others trailing. 


Wrote John Betts in Winners for 1946: Nothing 
could be better than his well-developed forearms 
and beautiful straight hind legs, with exception- 
ally strong hocks. He has strong, square quar- 
ters with a powerful drive. Although his withers 
are set well back, he has plenty of saddle room: 
altogether a horse of quality combined with 
strength. 


*Khaled’s first start at 3 was in the Column Produce 
Stakes, in which he carried 134 lbs. He won by three- 
quarters of a length. He also won the St. James Palace 
Stakes (1 mile), carrying equal weights and defeating 
Aldis Lamp, Radiotherapy, and others. He finished sec- 
ond in the 2,000 Guineas (to Happy Knight, with Radio- 
therapy 3rd, Gulf Stream 4th), and 3rd in Eclipse Stakes, 
1%, miles, 121 lbs., to Gulf Stream (118), Edward Tudor 
(114). His only other start was in the Derby, in which 
he was unplaced. *Khaled is now at Santa Anita Park 
where he is in training. He will be returned to the stud 
after the Santa Anita meeting. *Khaled made the 1947 
season in the stud in Ireland. 


NOTES ON HIS PEDIGREE 


*KHALED is a son of Hyperion, unbeaten at 3, in- 
cluding Derby and St. Leger. He was leading sire in Eng- 
land in 1940, 1941, 1942, 1945, and 1946. His winners in- 
clude Owen Tudor, Sun Chariot, Sol Oriens, Pensive, Gulf 
Stream, Godiva, Hycilla, *Khaled, Rising Light, ete. 
Hyperion is by Gainsborough, a leading sire in England, 
and is out of Selene, one of the great broodmares of mod- 
ern times. 


*Khaled’s first three sires won English 
classic races and his first four dams were Eng- 
lish stakes winners. Sons of Hyperion are doing 
exceptionally well in America, they include *Alib- 
hai, *Heliopolis, *Hypnotist II, etc., Eclair is the 
dam of *Piping Rock, recently sold at Saratoga 
for $82,500, and sire of Pipette. 


Eclair was stakes winner at 2 and 3, including Ling- 
field Autumn Oaks (1% m.), Leicestershire Oaks (1144 m), 
Atlanta (1% m.), Falmouth (1 m.), Bretby Stakes. She 
failed only by a length to give 21 lbs. to Star of England 
in the Yorkshire Oaks over 1% miles. Dam of six other 
winners, including Lady Electra (Suburban, Lincolnshire 
Handicaps), Vicenzia (stakes winner), Hyder Ali (stakes 
winner) and *Piping Rock, ete. Black Ray won South- 
port Stakes and produced *Jacopo (stakes winner in Eng- 
land, a ranking sire in U. S. A.), *Foray II (leading 2- 
year-old of year in England, sire), and two other stakes 
winners Black Domino and Infra Red (also dam of two 
stakes winners). Black Ray was 3rd dam of Imprudence 
(English 1,000, Oaks, French 1,000 Guineas, 1947). Lady 
Brilliant won Haverhill Stakes, also produced Black Gem, 
dam of stakes winner and sire Bulger.

On the We-Need-the-Money Principle of Taxation 


ENATOR J. J. DUNNIGAN, stepfather of racing in 

New York, has proposed the legalization of off-course 
pari-mutuel betting on horse racing in the State. The bill 
which he is sponsoring in the General Assembly would bring 
in annual revenue of $50,000,000, he estimates. 

The senator once estimated that the legalization of 
pari-mutuel betting at the race tracks would bring New 
York an annual revenue of $10,000,000. Since the reve- 
nue in 1947 was $23,706,259.56, it is now apparent that 
his estimates are on the conservative side. “Thus there 
would appear the possibility that New York, by legalizing 
mutuel wagering both on and off the course, might gain 
revenues upwards of $100,000,000. 

The reasoning of Senator Dunnigan in advocating oft- 
course betting is clear, forthright, and incontrovertible. “We 
need the money,” he says. 

There is also a consideration of the difficulty and ex- 
pense of suppressing illegal gambling. It seems clear enough 
that it is cheaper for a government to make something legal 
than to spend the money to enforce the laws against it. But 
that is a minor item. The principal argument in favor of 
off-course pari-mutuels is: ““We need the money.” And, 
by inference, this is the easiest way to get it. 

It will be interesting to watch the progress of Senator 
Dunnigan’s case. He is an able leader, cogent, resource- 
ful, and practical, not in the habit of wasting his energies on 
hopeless proposals. His advocacy undoubtedly means that 
he expects success for his bill, if not this year, then in some 
year not far off. 

A hundred million dollars would be a sizeable contri- 
bution to the benefits derived from government. The 
Federal Government of the United States itself did not 
have that much to spend in any one year during the first 
seventy years of its existence. And now, a hundred million 
dollars with a croupier’s rake. Easy money. 

In his satisfied contemplation of a hundred million dol- 
lars Senator Dunnigan, when his bill has become law, may 
also contemplate with satisfaction the establishment, or at 
least the development, of a principle by which revenue legis- 
lation may be judged: “We need the money.” 


This principle has been more or less regularly applied in 
connection with the taxation of racing revenues.  Legis- 
lators ask themselves, “Do we need the money?” and if 
the answer is in the affirmative, arrangements are made for 
more taxes on racing, or for more racing to tax. “There is 
no record of a negative answer to the question having ever 
been given. 

But Senator Dunnigan is now moving outside the race 
course with the same yardstick for measuring legislation. 
“Do we need the money?” Yes, indeed, we need the 
money. Well, then, what are we waiting for? 

So now—as soon as this new bill is passed ——New York 
is in the wonderful situation of having its tax problems set- 
tled forever. Not with $100,000,000 a year, merely, but 
with a principle which will bring more money whenever it 
is needed. For after needing money from racing, they can 
need money from betting on basketball, football, baseball, 
numbers, bank clearings, barometer readings, bird cage, 
roulette, heads or tails, the grain market, the stock market, 
cock fighting, the Hooper ratings, stud, draw, and spit in 
the ocean. 

It may be, of course, that eventually some leader will 
rise who will contend that the merit of an easy-money 
revenue measure cannot be judged adequately unless some 
other questions are answered. He may take the position 
that, while the State gets along nicely on unlimited money, 
the people do not necessarily get along any more happily in 
association with unlimited gambling. He may contend 
that a happier society can be built by using time and money 
for something more productive. 

Gambling is all right in its place, as a moderately en- 
joyed pastime, this man may say, but as the basis of govern- 
mental economy it is a historical failure. He may even go 
so far as to claim that it is not the function of government 
to insist that people be encouraged to gamble more and more. 

If this leader appears soon enough, he may be able to 
point out that it is manifestly unfair to basketball, football, 
baseball, . . . and spit in the ocean to exclude them from the 
privilege of being gambled on. If New York needs easy 
money, it might try something besides horse racing.

October Suits the Cup Horses; 
Raid on the Philadelphia Mint 


Second place for *Endeavor 2nd_ at 
Santa Anita Park last Saturday was 
mildly encouraging to this department. 
because the insistence here, in spite of 
the evidence at hand, has been that the 
two South American horses which came 
for the Gold Cup last summer were poten- 
tially good ones. 

*Ensueno, of course, is dead. but *En- 
deavor 2nd’s race was quite good. He 
finished second to Windfields, very 
shifty speed horse, and not entirely safe 
for anybody to tackle at seven furlongs. 
This was, incidentally, a race with quite 
an international complexion, with the win- 
ner bred in Canada. the second in Argen- 
tina. the third. *Shannon, in Australia. 

On what is admittedly slight evidence. 
it would seem wise for any South Ameri- 
can owner who intends to challenge for 
this year’s Gold Cup to get his horse up 
here some months in advance of the race. 
As the matter is understood here, the 
South American season hits its peak while 
it is winter in this hemisphere, and thus 
comes to something of a decline just when 
our horses are busiest. 

*Endeavor 2nd and *Ensueno were, to 
be sure, racing last June. only three weeks 
before the Gold Cup, and could have been 
at no disadvantage in general condition. 
But my impression is that horses can be 
pulled out of Argentina and Brazil in mid- 
summer without missing many important 
home engagements. and with the Gold 
Cup now scheduled for October, could be 
given a reasonable preparation for it. 

The fall date seems to be reasonably 
suited to racing conditions in Europe. too. 
It is true that the summer date of 1947 
was set as the result of suggestions from 
owners in England and possibly France, 
and a desire to race a 3-year-old in the St. 
Leger might keep him from coming for 
the Gold Cup. But | doubt if we are 
going to get any horses from England 
anyway, or if a 3-year-old is likely to do 
much good in the Gold Cup. Older horses 
in England do not have as many good 
pickings as our handicappers, the stress 
being wisely thrown on classic racing. 
A good chance at a $100,000 purse might 
pull them over, without forcing cancella- 
tion of too many important engagements. 


PROSPECT. It was noted earlier here 
that the 1947 season had been most opu- 
lent in good handicap racing. and particu- 
larly in good races over a distance. With 
a few exceptions, the horses which began 
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early were still around either until the 
season was over or until it was nearly so. 
Now there seems a reasonable chance for 
even better fields in 1948. Armed seems 
to be ready. Assault must be fairly close 
to a race if plans are being made to ship 
him to Hialeah next week. Stymie, hard 
as a rock anyway, is running out in Vir- 
ginia. The South Americans were still 
solid at last report. 

In addition, last season’s 3-year-olds 
came through in remarkable shape. Jet 
Pilot went out, of course. and so did 
Faultless. but the latter had recovered in 
time to be used in November if Calumet 
had needed him, and has already started 
successfully this year. Fervent was flying 
at the end of the season, as were Cosmic 
Bomb and Double Jay. Phalanx was out. 
but apparently was only sore. not injured. 
Except for Polynesian, which was not 
much used in the distance handicaps. we 
have nearly all last season’s top handi- 
cappers. and some new 4-year-olds. 


BROTHERLY LOVE. It is mildly in- 
teresting to note that the city around 
which the New Jersey-Delaware-Maryland 
date difficulties arise is one which has no 
racing. This of course is Philadelphia. 
vitally important to Garden State and 
Delaware Parks. and not much more dis- 
pensable to Havre de Grace. Pimlico will 
be affected, but to a lesser degree. since 
Baitimore is something like an hour 
farther down the line. Bowie misses the 
conflict, but it would not matter much any- 
way. since it is still further away, draw- 
ing largely on Washington. and besides 
only natives and well informed visitors can 
find it. 
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Delaware. as it turns out, held its posi. 
tion, the New Jersey tracks wanting no 
part of a conflict with it. Garden State 
has dates. from April 15 to May 31, whieh 
L am fairly sure it didn’t want but whieh 
it can probably sustain. This puts the 
heat on Maryland. revision of the 
entire spring schedule there is a  possibil- 
ity. But more easily said than done. 

What makes it more complicated js 
that certain forces, largely political. are 
advocating the legalization of racing jn 
Pennsylvania. with Philadelphia naturally 
attracting the biggest track. That would 
fix it, 


FLORIDA. In the winter of 1945-1946, 
Gulfstream had the early dates. and in 
10 days got a handle of $28.592.076, 
Tropical, with the late dates, handled $26.. 
273.471. So last year they switched, 
Tropical ran early, handled $25.670.718, 
Gulfstream ran late and got $29,507,761. 
So. having gone up $1.000,000 by the 
switch. while Tropical had gone down 
about $600,000. Gulfstream elected to 
switch back to the early ones. 


TRYOUT 


For a $5,000 purse. Santa Anita Park 
on January 24 got an international race 
with a cast that later in the year might 
cost some other track $100,000. Among 
the field of seven for the race preceding 
the San Felipe Stakes were Windfields, 
Canadian-bred and owned: *Endeavor 
2nd. bred and owned in Argentina: *Shan- 
non 2nd, bred in Australia and owned in 
the U. S.; *Plover. bred in the Argen- 
tine and owned in the U. S. 

The headliners were *Endeavor 2nd, the 
outsize Argentinian horse which was 
making his first start since the Empire 
Gold Cup of last July. and *Shannon 2nd, 
the Australian sensation making his first 
\merican appearance. 

The winner was E. P. Taylor's Wind- 
fields, 5-year-old bay horse by Bunty Law- 
less—Nadi, by Stimulus. *Endeavor 2nd 
was runner-up, almost two lengths back. 
He was a length in front, of *Shannon 
2nd. 

Windfields held the lead for almost the 
entire seven furlongs, save for a_ short 
interval in which *Plover was in front. 
*Endeavor 2nd raced wide, moved up in 
the stretch without being hard ridden, 
worked out a mile in 1:3725. *Shannon 
2nd raced well up. weakened a bit in the 
stretch. 

Time for the race was 1:2245. four- 
fifths slower than Galla Damion’s track 
record. The first three horses carried 117 
pounds each. 

It seemed likely that *Endeavor 2nd 
and *Shannon 2nd, handicap stars in 
their native lands. soon would be ready 
to come to grips with the upper bracket of 
U. S. older horses. 
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PEDIGREE POINTS, by J. A. Estes 


Experimental Handicap Fillies; 
They Are Top Producers 


In Tue Bioop-Horse of last week was 
presented a year-by-year listing of the 
highest-ranked 2-year-olds in each of the 
14 seasons for which an Experimental 
Free Handicap was made. On the next 
two pages. arranged in similar fashion, is 
a listing of all the fillies which have ever 
been assigned weight in the free handi- 
cap made by the handicapper of The 
Jockey Club. 

This check list is presented. not for full 
discussion at the moment, but as a refer- 
ence which may be useful to readers in 
different ways. Any comments here will 
be more or less at random. 

In rough estimate, the fillies listed in 
each year may be construed as represent- 
ing the top 1 per cent of their female con- 
temporaries, as judged by racing class as 
2.year-olds. They constitute in each year 
about one-third of the list of “best” 
horses in Handicapper John B. Campbell’s 
weights. Colts outnumber the fillies by 
a little better than 2 to 1. Thus the colts 
(and geldings) in each free handicap rep- 
resent something like 2 per cent of each 
crop of males. 

Because of the extreme selectivity of 
these annual lists they are highly import- 
ant to the breeder, whose success is 
gauged largely by the number of his 
horses good enough to gain the top 2 or 3 
per cent. If they provide any clue as to 
how he may place a larger proportion of 
his stock in this select group, he will have 
been very well repaid for his study of 
them. 

It goes without saying that both the 
colts and fillies in the free handicaps 
are playing an important part in the pedi- 
grees of today’s best horses, and that, as 
the lists accumulate, they will continue 
to do so. But one top-class male may 
sire more foals in one year than are pro- 
duced by all the free handicap fillies of 
the same age as he. Thus if one considers 
that the male of the highest racing class 
in each crop is, until proved otherwise. 
the best sire prospect, he must estimate 
that this one top male will have about 25 
foals in one year. This is a larger num- 
ber of foals, in all probability, than will 
be produced in one year by all the fillies 
rated in the free handicap in one year. 

Thus, if racing class in the filly is 
important in predicting her breeding value, 
the predicting must be done on the assump- 
among the produce of these best mares 
correspond roughly to the one best horse. 
The percentages of success and failure 
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among the produce of these best mares 
should be roughly equivalent to the per- 


centages among the get of the one best 
horse. 

As a matter of fact, that is roughly what 
is happening. The record of the free 
handicap fillies as producers shows that 
they have produced 462 foals, of which 
63 were stakes winners to the end of 1947; 
that is 14 per cent stakes winners, which, 
under the racing conditions of the last 
few years. is about the highest that can 
be expected of a top sire. 

Thirty-four other foals have placed in 
stakes, so that a total of 21 per cent of 
the offspring of top 2-year-old fillies may 
be said to be of stakes class. (There are, 
of course, some moderate horses among 
the stakes winners, and some very good 
racers among the horses not officially 
credited with stakes wins.) 

The producing records of many of the 
mares are still incomplete, but if the 
oldest group is taken—the mares ranked 
by Mr. Vosburgh in the first Experimental 
Handicap—it will be seen that the three 
highest-ranked fillies are all dams of 
stakes winners, and that eight of the first 
13 are dams of stakes winners. (Mata 
Hari, which stood at the top of the list 
in that year, was one of the two fillies 
in the history of the free handicap which, 
with sex allowance considered, actually 
ranked at the top of the handicap. She 
is, of course, the dam of Spy Song, one of 
the most brilliant speed horses of our 
time. ) 

The accompanying list gives the free 
handicap fillies which have become the 
dams of stakes horses. The list of their 
stakes winners is roughly equivalent to 
the lifetime record of an extraordinarily 
prepotent sire, such as Man o’ War, *Sir 
Gallahad 3rd, *Bull Dog, or *Challenger 
2nd, for instance. 

That is to say, in estimating the racing 
class of a random foal from one of these 
free handicap mares, one may assume that 
the probabilities are at least as good as 
for a random foal by the best sire in 
America.

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OBITUARY 


Henry McDaniel: After 62 Years 
Of Distinction on the Turf 


Henry McDaniel. who for more than 62 
years had been saddling winners at Ameri- 
can race tracks. died Saturday, January 
24. in a hospital at Coral Gables, Fla. He 
had been ill only a short while. Funeral 
services were held at Miami and the body 
was sent to Chicago. where he was to be 
buried beside his wife in Forest Home 
Cemetery. At the age of 80 he was the 
oldest active trainer prominent in Ameri- 
can racing. and one of the most distin- 
guished of his profession. 

Mr. McDaniel was born on a race track. 
toddled around the shed rows as a child, 
saddled his first winner two days before 
his eighteenth birthday, and in his twenties 
became one of the most successful trainers 
in the country. Last year he celebrated 
his eightieth birthday by saddling a win- 
ner, and the last horse he sent to the post. 
Mrs. C. Oliver Iselin’s Nassau, at Jamaica 
on November 1, was a winner. 

He was born September 10, 1867, at 
the old Secaucus race track in New Jersey, 
near Uniontown. eight or ten miles from 
Guttenberg. The track, which was not 
then in use for racing, was owned by his 
father, Col. David McDaniel, who during 
Henry’s childhood was among the out- 
standing trainers and owners in the coun- 
try. The family home was in Richmond. 
Va.. but Colonel McDaniel had training 
headquarters at Secaucus. He headed the 
list of winning owners from 1870 to 1874, 
during which years he won the Belmont 
Stakes three times. with Henry Bassett, 
Joe Daniels. and Springbok, and took the 
Saratoga Cup with the same horses. 

Henry McDaniel was. he said. “an old 
man of 17,” when he took his first job 
as a trainer. His employer was M. E. 
Clark. of Louisville. who turned over to 
him a two-horse stable. a 4-year-old maiden 
called Forest and another horse not quite 
so good. The salary was $12 a month. 
(“Fortunately.” McDaniel wrote later, “I 
had no expensive habits.”) Forest had 
been lame. His previous owner thought 
the trouble was in his shoulder, and had 
blistered the hair off his forehand, dis- 
figuring him so thoroughly that Clark had 
bought the gelding for $110. 

Young McDaniel treated the horse for 
a blind splint, and before the year (1885) 
was out had won five races with him, the 
last four in succession. So Clark doubled 
the trainer’s salary. 

The next year Forest ran away while 
warming up at Washington Park one day. 
the stewards refused to excuse him from 
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Henry McDAnier 


the race. he was carried into the fence 
during the running. fell and broke a leg. 
That broke up the stable. But by then 
McDaniel was revealed as an able trainer, 
and he was engaged by B. J. Treacy. of 
Lexington, for whom he handled a good 
stable. including Irish Chief. Response. 
and Semper Rex among its best winners. 

His next employer was the famous E. J. 
(Lucky) Baldwin. master of Santa Anita 
and one of the highest-flying sportsmen of 
the century. For him McDaniel won the 
American Derby of 1894 with Rey el 
Santa Anita. It was the first defeat for 
the champion Domino, and the winner 
was at 40 to 1. 


HIS FASTEST HORSE. It was during 
his tenure with Baldwin that McDaniel 
handled another Emperor of Norfolk horse 
called Rey del Carreres. which Baldwin 
later sold to Richard Croker for $40,000. 
Half a century later McDaniel still called 
him the fastest horse he ever trained. Rey 
del Carreres was sent by Croker to Eng- 
land, where, under the name of Americus. 
he was the medium for a betting “killing.” 
and where he later had a brief career in 
the stud, achieving the permanent “con- 
tamination” of the General Stud Book 


through the excellence of the descendants 
of his daughter Americus Girl. 

After leaving the Baldwin horses. Me. 
Daniel had a public stable. mostly made 
up of horses owned by John E. Madden, 
One of the Madden string was the good 
filly Myrtle Harkness, which went through 
her 2-year-old season undefeated until her 
last start. Though she was found to be 
touched in the wind she won the Ashland 
Oaks at Lexington the next year (1886), 
Amanda was another good filly in the 
lot. 

In 1886 or 1887 McDaniel took over the 
considerable stable of Charles Head Smith, 
of Chicago, training. among others. Pear| 
Song. Buckwa. King’s Counsellor. and 
Idle On. This association lasted a year 
or so and was followed by a very success. 
ful connection with the stable of G. ¢ 
Bennett. of Memphis. McDaniel trained 
the Bennett stable for 415 years and won, 
he estimated, about 350 races. Among 
the horses under his direction in these 
years was Abe Frank, a top 2-year-old 
in 1901, and a capable sprinter afterwards, 
He won the Tennessee Derby of 1902. A 
son of Hanover—*Cheese Straw. by Mun- 
caster. Abe Frank was the first product 
of artificial insemination among American 
Thoroughbreds. Others in the stable in- 
cluded Miss Bennett. Laureat, Ed Austin, 
Aladdin, Little Scout, Mallory, Foxy Kane, 
Deshabille, and King’s Lady. 


MENTOR AND RUSTLE. He. was 
about three years with the stable of Tiche- 
nor and Newgass, Chicago dealers in show 
horses, and won many races for them. 
There followed a period of about a year 
with Louis Cella, for whom. one day at 
Sheepshead Bay. he bought two yearlings, 
a colt for $1,600 and a filly for $1,000. 
These were Mentor and Rustle. the sire 
and dam of Wise Counsellor, later the 
hero of a favorite rags-to-riches story of 
the Turf. McDaniel developed Rustle 
into one of the most consistent 2-year-old 
fillies of 1907, winning 11 races with her 
that year. including two claiming stakes. 

Next came a period of about 315 years 
(1907-10) with the stable of R. L. Thomas, 
of Kentucky. Something like 180 races 
were won during this time. in Canada, 
the Mid-west. and California. 

He then trained for himself about two 
years, the only time in his life when he 
was an owner as well as a trainer. He 
was with the Davies Brothers’ Thorncliffe 
Stable about 214 years, racing mostly in 
Canada, and in August. 1916, he became 
associated for the first time with the 
stable of Willis Sharpe Kilmer. who had 
millions accruing irom the sale of a patent 
medicine called Swamp Root. 


EXTERMINATOR. At that time Kil- 
mer had a 2-year-old called *Sun Briar, 
one of the fastest horses of his time. later

STAKES AND HORSES 
Derby Trial Won 
By a Non-Eligible 


First in the series of stakes leading up 
to the Santa Anita Derby was the seven- 
furlong Santa Susana Stakes of January 
3. Louis Rowan’s Mrs. Rabbit beat the 
field of 3-vear-old fillies assembled for the 
event. 


Colts and geldings came together in 
the seven-furlong San Felipe Stakes of 
January 24. Like the Santa Susana, it 
was for $50.000 added. Thirteen starters, 
eleven of them nominees for the 11¢-mile 
Derby of March 6, turned out. 

First in front was Mr. and Mrs. H. Shu- 
mate’s Shawondasee. but he yielded to 
Norman W. Church’s May Reward. The 
Church colt had been beaten only narrowly

at the California track last winter when 
Gold Jig equaled the world record of 
:3285 for three furlongs. May Reward 
traveled the first half-mile of the San 
Felipe in :4515, a shade below par, and 
the six furlongs in 1:10%5, slightly over 
par. At this point he was weakening and 
it seemed as if Mrs. Nat Goldstone’s Soli- 
darity might catch him, but he hung on 
grimly and won by a neck. Salmagundi 
was third, Pennon was fourth. The time 
was 1:2335. The 5-year-old Windfields. 
carrying six pounds below May Reward’s 
123, had won the preceding race in 1:2244. 

May Reward was not among the four 
3-year-olds nominated for the $100,000- 
added Santa Anita Derby by Mr. Church. 
None of the four started in the San Felipe. 
All the other San Felipe starters except 
Call Bell are Derby nominees. Last year

Twenty of the 23 highest-weighted 
horses in the Experimental Handicap have 
been nominated for Arlington Park’s 
Classic Stakes and Washington Park’s 
American Derby. Each race, at 144 
miles, will have $60,000 added, and is 
expected to gross about $95,000.

Jamaica Stakes

A revision of the Jamaica stakes pro- 
gram for 1948 has been announced.

An Appreciation 
Of E. E. Coussell 


From Clement Hobson (Faraway), 
breeder, owner, and dean of French 
writers on racing and breeding. 


During and after the December sales, 
Coussell complained of feeling very tired. 
This was not to be wondered at, but 
none of us thought he was seriously ill. 
However, he went home and took to his 
bed, which he did not leave again, and it 
gave a great shock to us all to learn that 
the great litthe man had passed away. 

| had known him for over forty years 
and during that time had been constantly 
in touch with him. In fact, I suppose | 
am one of the few who remembers his 
start with the late Edward Moorhouse as 
partner in what is now known the world 
over as the British Bloodstock Agency. 
Mr. Moorhouse, an unsurpassed writer on 
the subject of racing and breeding, passed 
away shortly before the second World 
War. I knew him equally well and we 
corresponded right up to the last, when 
he had taken up his retirement in the 
Island of Jersey. 

Coussel, with his round, rosy. Pickwick- 
ian face with twinkling eyes and always 
a smile. was a very abstemious man—he 
neither drank nor smoked. He looked 


good for many years to come. But over- 
work, a great deal of it self-imposed. no 
doubt) brought about his undoing. He 
worked long hours at his office and when 
he was not there was tapping away at his 
own machine, even on Sundays doing 
volumes of correspondence. 

He was the complete business man. He 
neglected nothing, even to the smallest 
detail, and left nothing over till the next 
day which should be done immediately. 

Four of the members of the firm have 
disappeared within a very short time, in- 
cluding Jock Crawford and Williams. 

I suppose there was no other man living 
with such a complete knowledge of the 
breeding of the Thoroughbred and with 
such a prodigious memory. He will be a 
great loss to all breeders who knew him 
and profited by his knowledge, which he 
shared with everyone who approached him. 

He could tell you without hesitation the 
family number of any animal you men- 
tioned in the stud book, could repeat the 
pedigree back several generations, and 
not only give you the names of the fore- 
bears but also their history on the track 
and at the stud. 

He was a great writer. finding time to 
turn out numerous articles under the pen 
name of Ithuriel for Sporting Life, and for 
several years after the death of Arthur 
Portman undertook the arduous task of 
doing the article of Audax in Horse and 
Hound. He also edited, wrote, or trans- 
lated most of the articles in the Blood- 
stock Breeders’ Review, a heavy task, more 
so than ever after the death of Edward 


Moorhouse, who up to that time had con. 
tributed to the article on English racing, 

Any knowledge which L have myself of 
the technical side of breeding, L owe to 
him and Edward Moorhouse, who were my 
mentors on the subject, put me on the 
right way, and halted me in many mis. 
takes I should otherwise have made. May 
the earth lay lightly on him. 


$50,000,000 WANTED 


Senator James J. Crawford has intro. 
duced a bill in the New York Assembly 
to legalize off-track betting in the State. 
He estimates that it would yield the State 
and “affected subdivisions” about $50.000.. 
000 a year. The money is “urgently 
needed,” he says, and “should eliminate 
existing nuisance taxes.” 

Crawford proposes that the State race- 
ing commission establish offices for hand- 
ling bets, which would be transmitted to 
the tracks and recorded in the mutuels. 
No wager would be valid unless it was 
registered on the totalisator. 

Assemblyman Thomas A. Carney has 
introduced in the lower house a bill call- 
ing for the elimination of the constitu. 
tional restriction limiting betting to pari- 
mutuel systems. This would permit the 
authorization of off-track betting without 
reference to the pari-mutuel system. 

During 1947, racing at New York 
tracks paid $23,706,259 in State taxes. 
During the eight years pari-mutuel betting 
has been legal, the State has received a 
total of $152.214.200 in tax money from 
that source.

At the time Neil Newman’s story of Endurance by Right was published 
in THe BLoop-Horse of November 29 (page 624) we were unable to locate a 
photograph of her.

It was reported by Mr. Newman in his story that Endurance by Right was 
bought by John F. Schorr as a yearling from her breeder, Col. Milton Young. 
This was a natural inference in the light of generally known facts. But Bill 
Worth, advertising maneger of THe BLoop-Horske, later noted from a catalogue 
issued by William F. Barnes’ Melbourne Stud that the filly really was owned 
by Mr. Barnes. who leased her racing qualities to Mr. Schorr for $2,000 in 
March of her 2-year-old season. Later she was bought by William C. Whitney

An amendment to the New Jersey rac- 
ing code, now under consideration, would 
permit meetings to run concurrently. This 
would allow Monmouth Park and Atlantic 
City to hold meetings at the same time 
next summer. Under this revision, Garden 
State Park, the other New Jersey track. 
would have spring and fall meetings. 


Suffolk Downs 
Stakes Program 


Two major changes have been made jn 
the Suffolk Downs stakes program for 
1948. The Yankee Handicap. for 3-year. 
olds, has been raised to $50.000 added 
(it was $25.000). and has been lengthened 
to 1144 miles. The Massachusetts Handi. 
cap, 3-year-olds and upward, $50.000 
added, also has been lengthened to 114 
miles. The Yankee formerly was at 1,'. 
miles, and the Massachusetts was 1% 
miles. 

The Yankee conditions were changed 
as a result of the revised dates for the 
Triple Crown. This series normally was 
raced within the space of about a month, 
beginning with the Kentucky Derby on 
the first Saturday in May. followed by 
the Preakness on the second Saturday, 
and the Belmont Stakes early in June. 
This year there will be a two-week interval 
between the Derby of May 1 and _ the 
Preakness of May 15. The Belmont is 
scheduled four weeks after the Preakness, 
The Yankee will be raced on June 5. a 
week before the Belmont. The Suffolk 
management believes the 144 miles of the 
Yankee will suit the training schedule 
of horses being prepared for the 15- 
mile Belmont Stakes. and that the race 
will draw a stronger field than in the 
past. 

A total of $115.000 is being offered in 
added money for stakes races at the Suf- 
folk Spring meeting. running from April 
19-June 5. At the summer meeting (July 
12-August 14), the Mayflower. Miles 
Standish, and Betsy Ross Stakes. for 2- 
year-olds, will be run. The Bay State 
Kindergarten Stakes, for 2-year-olds, is a 
new race to be run during the early meet- 
ing. 

Nominations for the spring stakes close 
April 1. Weights for the Yankee Handi- 
cap will be announced May 31. The 
schedule:

famous as the foundation sire of the Kil- 
mer stud. It was to provide a pre-Derby 
working mate for *Sun Briar that Kilmer. 
in the spring of 1918, bought an angular 
3-year-old) gelding called Exterminator 
from J. Calvin Milam. of Lexington. for 
$9.000 cash and two fillies. On the day 
of the Kentucky Derby *Sun Briar stayed 
in his barn and Exterminator splashed 
through the mud to victory. 

*Sun Briar kept his speed: on Septem- 
ber 11, 1918, after the Saratoga meeting 
had closed, he ran a mile against time in 
1:34, still an American record. But Ex- 
terminator went on to become such a hero 
as the Turf had rarely seen, one of the 
great geldings of all time. 

After three years with Kilmer. Me- 
Daniel trained about a year and a half for 
Robert L. Gerry. then, from April, 1921 
until the fall of 1926 handled the excellent 
stable of Commander J. K. L. Ross, then 
in its heyday. During the 54% years the 
Ross stable won approximately three- 
quarters of a million dollars; it was one 
of the few extensive stables which in those 
days operated without a loss. 

In 1927 McDaniel went back to W. S. 
Kilmer. at a salary of $20,000, reputed the 
highest for any American trainer, plus 
a benus based on winnings. In that year 
he had under his direction Reigh Count, 


Sun Beau, and Sun Edwin. Sun Beau, 
however, was then accounted one of the 
cheapest horses in the string; he did not 
reveal his class until the following year 
as a 3-year-old. 

This time the stay with Kilmer was 
shorter, lasting only until August, 1927. 
|The trainer didn’t like it when Kilmer 
sold Reigh Count to John Hertz for a 
modest price.| MeDaniel then took over 
the stable of Gifford A. Cochran, which 
he trained until the latter’s death at the 
end of 1930. Among the horses he trained 
in these years were Flying Heels, Nusa- 
kan. Xenofol, The Beasel, Epithet. Hand 
to Hand, Polygamous. Healy. Genie. Val- 
kyr, and other good ones. It was one of 
the most successful stables of the late 
“twenties. 

After Mr. Cochran’s death Mr. Me- 
Daniel took over the stable of Joseph E. 
Widener, for whom he won numerous 
races, including the Belmont Stakes of 
1933 with Hurryoff. The later years saw 
him training for several owners, includ- 
ing Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark, A. G. C. 
Sage, Walter P. Chrysler, Jr., and most 
recently Mrs. C. Oliver Iselin. Last year 
he won 13 races for Mrs. Iselin. 


1.041 PLUS. The fully recorded statis- 
tics regarding trainers go back only to 
1907. The American Racing Manual’s 
annual volumes back to that date credit 
Mr. McDaniel with saddling the winners 


of 1,041 races and $1,974,496. The earlier 
years probably included almost as many 
winners. 

Few men in the history of the Turf 
kept so skilled a hand for so long a time 
as Henry McDaniel. Few trainers more 
honored their profession than he. He 
lived out his full life in the midst of sue. 
cess and health and high good humor. He 
looked with satisfaction on the vast im. 
provement in racing which came within 
his long lifetime. 

His death will revive many recollections 
of his everlasting wit. The story told most 
often will be of the time a too-smart spec- 
tator at Saratoga. after studying the over. 
size growths on *Sun Briar’s ankles, ex. 
claimed, “Surely you don’t run him with 
those ringbones, do you?” “Oh, no,” said 
Uncle Henry, “whenever I run him I take 
them off.” 


Colin MacLeod, Sr. 


Colin’ MacLeod. owner of Huntlands 
Farm at Middleburg. Va.. died at Wash. 
ington, D. C. on January 10. He had 
been interested in breeding and_ racing 
Thoroughbreds for many years. Among 
the winners bred and raced by him was 
Timeless. a Grand Time colt which won 
the Hialeah Juvenile Stakes and_ placed 
in other stakes in 1944. 

Survivors are his wife, a son, Colin Mac.

PLAY DIS, by Display—Gavotte, by *Light Brigade. 


This winning mare kept her 100 per cent producing record intact in 1947 when her fifth foal and 
fifth winner, Disran, won four races at 2. 


PLAYSICKLE, by *Sickle—Fire Play, by Fair Play. 


Another 100 per cent producing record. Playsickle’s sixth foal became her sixth winner in 1947 
when Green Haven won at 2. 


POLLY FLAG, by American Flag—Polly Pennant, by Pennant. 
Polly Flag is another 100 per cent Mereworth producer, with five foals, five winners, including the 
stakes winner Plucky Flag. Plucky Flag was a stakes winner again in 1947 and increased her 
winnings to $54,117. Polly Flag’s daughter, Banneran, won 4 races in 1947 and her son, Tufano, 
also added 4 victories last season. (Plucky Flag started 1948 by winning a handicap.) 


POLYGENY, by *Polymelian—Si. Rita, by The Finn. 


Polygeny. with six foals of racing age and six winners, has a 1948 yearling colt by Sun Again. 
Polygeny’s son, Aethelred, increased his earnings to $26,917 in 1947, while Polyphase pushed hers 
to $10,185, and Alfy gained a total of $12,299. 

PROFITABLE, by John P. Grier—*Lucrative, by Mordant. 
All foals out of this half-sister to Zacaweista have won and this includes two wins by her 1948 
2-year-old, Pennymaker, sold at Keeneland last year. 


ROSERN, by Mad Hatter—*Rosedrop, by St. Frusquin. 


This half-sister to Gainsborough, and herself a dam of a stakes winner, has a 1948 yearling colt 
by Sun Again. Rosern had no 2-year-old last vear, but her 3-year-old, Rene G, was a good winner 
in 1947. 


SNOWFLAKE, by Mad Hatter—Snowdrop, by Cicero. 


A stakes winner of $58,865 and out of a half-sister to four stakes winners, Snowflake is the dam of 
a stakes winner and three other winners. In 1947 she foaled a bay filly by *Pharamond 2nd which 
will be sold in the 1948 yearling sales. 


SOURDINE, by *Royal Minstrel—Prudish, by Peter Pan. 


A winning daughter of the stakes winner Prudish (sister to stakes winners Prudery and Macaw), 
Sourdine is dam of the stakes winner Beldine and the winners Celesti, Transour, and Dina Belle. 
In 1947 she foaled a bay colt by War Admiral. Here is another 1948 yearling bound for Keeneland.
